LEBANON: Situation Report 


Fighting broke, out again in Beirut over the weekend 
as Syrian troops responded to sniper and small arms fire from 
Lebanese Christians with tank and artillery barrages . Christian 
extremists may try to heat up the situation in Lebanon during 
the Camp David talks. 


Syrian troops and Christian militiamen clashed in 
the southern suburbs of Beirut on Sunday and Monday . The fight- 
ing, the most serious in several weeks, apparently began when 
militiamen tried to improve their tactical positions. The fight- 
ing subsided late yesterday. 25X1

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VIETNAM: Phom Van Dong's Trip 


Vietnamese Premier Pham Van Dong is scheduled to ar- 
rive in Thai land tomorrow on the first leg of a trip designed 
to improve Hanoi's relations with its Southeast Asian neighbors. 
Vietnam's new enthusiasm for a zone of peace and neutrality and 
for stronger bilateral ties has prompted reserve and caution 
in Southeast Asian capitals 3 but the Vietnamese are determinedly 
courting the members of the Association of Southeast Asian Na- 
tions. 
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|Vietnam has responded to the deterioration in Sino- 

Vietnamese relations by moving closer to the USSR and by seek- 
ing to improve relations with both Asian and Western states. 
Vietnam's hostility toward ASEAN was abruptly reversed in June, 
when the Vietnamese proposed a "zone of independence, peace, 
and neutrality" in Southeast Asia similar to the zone of peace 
proposed earlier by Malaysia .
